victorious to Seoul, bringing with them 
tne captured arms and standards, he 
sent a deputy to welcome and con- 
jratulate them

emporer for the promise of peace and a 
stable government to his country and 
ie has formally renounced the su- 
jremacy of China and proclaimed his in 
mention to assert his independence and 
equality in all future dealing with that 
nation.

Two votes were taken, the tirst on the 
substitution of the minority report to 
give German lodges five years of grace 
in which to adopt the English ritual 
resulted 
seventy-four 
to 
forty-one 


against, the minority report was adopt- 
ed by a vote of seventy nine to thirty- 
six. 


The gist of the majority report is 


found in the following recommenda- 
tion, "That the supreme lodge rean- 
nounce and reaffirm the declaration 
made at the Kansas City session that 
henceforth and foreverniore the ritual 
used in this and all other English- 
speaking nations shall be printed in 
the English language only, and that 
when the standard of our order shall 
be planted in any country speaking 
another than the English language the 
rituals therein used shall be printed aud 
all concerns over which the body had 
control shall be conducted only in the 
language of such government to the 
end that it may become known to all 
men and to all nations that round our 
altars Pythian knights are taught, BE 
one of the cardinal principals of our 
older, undying loyalty and devotion to 
the government to wuich they owe 
their allegience, whether it be the land 
of their birth or the country of their 
adoption." 


It also commended the 
supreme 


chancellor for his action in upholding 
the law in this matter, and was signed 
by four members of the committee, 
Stanton L Carter, Thomas D. Mearp, L. 
P. Hunt and Aaron Myers. John H. 
Russell, of Indiana, was the author of 
the minority report, which recommend- 
ed that lodges which have remained 
loyal to the supreme lodge, and were 
working 
with 
rituals 
in 
other 


than the English language when the 
ritual was promulgated be furnished 
with rituals in the language they were 
previously using for a period of five 
years, after which they should surren- 
der them aud use only the English. 
Three hours of warm debate were had 
over the question. The principal speech 
for the minority was made by Repre- 
sentative Featherstone, of Wisconsin, 
and for the majority by Representative 
Carter, of California. 


It was argued against the minority 


proposition that if five years were 
granted the German lodges, they would 
apply for another extension of time at 
the end of that period and the whole 
question would have to be fought over. 


Sitting in committee of the whole 


the lodge has approved the unanimous 
report of the commiltee on the slate of 
order recommending that saloonkeep- 


ers, bartenders and professional gam- 
blers be declared ineligible to member- 
ship, but not affecting those who have 
already becomejmembers The question 
has not been acted upon by the supreme 
lodge proper.

A vast 
amount of labor is represented in these 
volumes, and the arrangement of mat- 
ter, grouping for purposes of compari- 
on, etc., are most praiseworthy,

pile of the precautions everywhere 
aken to prevent fires the annual losses 
n the United States continue to in- 
rease. It is a mournful reflection that 
ossesof this character ate absolute; 
'here insurance is carried the burden 
a only shifted. 


Last year ths money ICSB by fire in 


his country was 167.5 millions, against 
51 millions in the year preceding. 
The total number of fires was 35,188, 
against 29,332 in 1892, an increase of 


856. 
The total loss to insurance com- 


janies in 1893 was f 105,994,577. 
Since 


890 the fire waste hag increased rapid- 
y and steadily each year. 
The move- 


ment of loss since 1875 has had a pecu- 
inr zigzag tendency. In 1885 the loss 
was 102 8 millions; the following year 
t increased only 2.9 millions, but in 
887 it leaped to 1203 millions.

888 it fell to 110.9 millions; the

Owingyear it attained 123 million?, 
>ut fell in 1890 to 109 millions. 
The 


most remarkable increase was in 1891, 
when the total was 143.6 millions, 
. January and March were the months 
f heaviest loss last year. Those in 


which the fire waste was least were 


pebruary and May. Five tires occurred 
n which the loss exceeded one million 


are. The most disastrous confla- 


gration was the general fire at Boston 
n March, where the loss was nearly 
hree millions. Next in importance 
was the fire nt Fargo, N. D, which de- 
troyed *IS'.<>000 of property. The 
otal pieci B of property burned were 
4.035, of which 22,783 were dwellings, 
Boarding houses, etc, Stores, offices 
nd similar structures come next, num- 
>ering 10,397. Livery stables, barns, 
obacco barns, etc, are third, with a 
total of 7,417, and manufacturing estab- 
ishmenU follow with 5,89f>.

were 1,434 hotels, clubs and restaurants, 
179 churches,

louses and convents, and fifty hospitals 
.nd asylums. A companion for nine 
•ears from 1885 of the total exposure

Peruvian Mixed Politics. 


Somewhat to the general surprise, the 


Peruvian election came off on time, 
Aug. 10. It was not expected that Gen- 
eral Andres Avelino Caceres, the dic- 
iator, would permit it to do so, but 
knowing well beforehand what the re- 
sult would he he kindly allowed him- 
self to be elected president. 


It will be remembered that on the 


death of President Bernmdes, March 80, 
Caceres proclaimed himself dictator. 
Peru had two vice presidents, first and 
second, but neither of them had the 
backbone to maintain his rights as the 
successor to Bernmdes, and while they 
were thinking the matter over in their 
minds Gaceres jumped in nnd snatched 
;he prize nwsy from both of them. May 
10 he had himself elected president to 
fill Bermudes' tvnespired term. Now 
10 has himself elected for another full 
:erm of fonr years. 


Caceres is a tremendous fighter, the 


most capable soldier in Pern. He was 
president of the republic from 1886 to 
[890; He has the blood of the ancient 
jncas in his veins. 


Ho promises peace, reform and pros- 


perity to the Peruvians. They would be 
glad to have a little qniet spell, no 
doubt Whether they will get it de- 
pends largely on General Pierola, who 
13 also an ex-president and a great fight- 
er and is at present in rebellion with 
all his might in the south of Peru 
against Caceres. Between Chile and 
her own selfish, conscienceless, ambitions 
and quarrelsome public men, Pern has 
not a very good time. 


Certain modenrbusiness methods have

The man 
concealed his fraudulent practices by 
charging the vast eum lost in rebates to 
a trumped up account of expenses, so as 
to make his books balance. No wonder 
'ho Atchison and Topoka road got into 
inancial hot water under such book- 
keeping. The circumstance shows how 
easy it is to doctor the books of n cor- 
joration to make all appear fair and 
square in tho published reports. The 
question which interests tho people who 
"nvest their savings in railway nnd oth- 
ir stocks with tho hope of drawing divi- 
dends on them ts this, Is that kind of 
bookkeeping common among great cor- 
porations?
